Remarks 

The above Amendments and these Remarks are in reply to the Advisory Office Action mailed 
January 10, 2003. No fee is due for the addition of any new claims. An appropriate Petition for 
Extension of Time to Respond is submitted herewith, together with the appropriate fee. 

Claims 1-15 were pending in the Application prior to the outstanding Office Action. In the 
Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 6 and 8 and rejected claims 1-5, 7, 9-15. The present 
Response cancels claims 1-5, 7, 9-15, leaving only allowed claims 6 and 8 for consideration. A 
Continuation Application is being filed concurrently with this Response C to continue prosecution 
on the claims not allowed in the current Office Action.
